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CONSULTING SERVICES AGREEMENT 


This Consulting Agreement (the "Agreement' 1 ) is made and entered into as of this 25 th 
day of March, 2019 (the "Effective Date") by and between Kingdom of Cambodia, (hereinafter 
"Client") and PacRim Bridges, LLC (hereinafter “Consultant”). 

RECITALS 

WHEREAS, Client desires to obtain the and consulting services (“Consulting Services”) 
of Consultant as specified herein; and 

WHEREAS, Consultant, who has the requisite skills and experience, desires to provide 
the Consulting Services and other related activities to Client as directed by Client pursuant to the 
terms and conditions set forth in this Agreement; 

NOW, THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the mutual covenants contained herein 
and for other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and adequacy of which is hereby 
acknowledged, the parties hereby agree as follows: 

I. Consulting Services. Consultant shall provide Consulting and Advisory Services 
(“Services”) to Client in accordance with this Agreement. Consultant represents and warrants 
that the provision of Consulting Services under this Agreement shall be conducted in a skillful 
and professional manner.
